§62.03 Extensions.

The Administrator may, whenever he
determines necessary, extend the pe-
riod for submission of any plan or plan
revision or portion thereof.

§62.04 Approval status.

The approval status of each State’s
plan or portions thereof, are set forth
in each subpart. All plans are approved
unless specifically disapproved in the
appropriate subpart.

§62.05 Legal authority.

(@) The Administrator’s determina-
tion of the absence or inadequacy of
legal authority required to be included
in the plan is set forth in each subpart.
This includes the legal authority of
local agencies and State governmental
agencies other than an air pollution
control agency if such other agencies
are assigned responsibility for carrying
out a plan or portion thereof.

(b) No legal authority as such is pro-
mulgated by the Administrator. Where
required regulatory provisions are not
included in the plan by the State be-
cause of inadequate authority, sub-
stitute provisions are promulgated by
the Administrator.

§62.06 Negative declarations.

A State may submit to the Adminis-
trator a letter certifying that no des-
ignated facilities exist in the State if
such is the case. The negative declara-
tion will be in lieu of a plan.

§62.07 Emission
ance schedules.

(a) In each subpart, emission stand-
ards and compliance schedules which
have been disapproved by the Adminis-
trator are identified, and those promul-
gated by the Administrator are set
forth.

(b) The Administrator’s approval or
promulgation of any compliance sched-
ule shall not affect the responsibility
of the owner or operator to comply

standards, compli-

with any applicable emission limita-
tion on or after the date for final com-
pliance specified in the applicable
schedule.

§62.08 Emission inventories and

source surveillance.

(a) Each subpart identifies the plan
provisions for source surveillance
which are disapproved, and sets forth
the Administrator’s promulgation of
necessary provisions for requiring des-
ignated sources to maintain records,
make reports, and submit information.

(b) The Administrator will not pro-
mulgate provisions for disapproved
State or local agency procedures for
testing, inspection, investigation, or
detection. However, detailed critiques
of such portions will be provided to the
State.

§62.09 Revision of plans by Adminis-
trator.

After notice and opportunity for pub-
lic hearing in each affected State, the
Administrator may revise any provi-
sion of an applicable plan if:

(a) The provision was promulgated by
the Administrator and

(b) The plan, as revised, will be con-
sistent with the Act and with the re-
quirements of part 60, subpart B of this
chapter.

§62.10 Submission to Administrator.

Except as otherwise provided in
§60.23 of this chapter, all requests, re-
ports, applications, submittals, and
other communications to the Adminis-
trator pursuant to this part shall be
submitted in duplicate and addressed
to the appropriate Regional Office of
the Environmental Protection Agency,
to the attention of the Director, Air
and Hazardous Materials Division (En-
vironmental Programs Division in Re-
gion Il). The Regional Offices are as
follows:

§62.11 Severability.

The provisions promulgated in this
part and the various applications
thereof are distinct and severable. If
any provision of this part or the appli-
cation thereof to any person or cir-
cumstances is held invalid, such inva-
lidity shall not affect other provisions
or application of such provision to
other persons or circumstances which
can be given effect without the invalid
provision or application.

§62.13 Federal plans.

The Federal plans apply to owners
and operators of affected facilities that
are not covered by an EPA approved
and currently effective State or Tribal

plan. This Federal plan, or portions
thereof, also applies to each affected
facility located in any State or portion
of Indian country whose approved
State or Tribal plan for that area is
subsequently vacated in whole or in
part. Affected facilities are defined in
each Federal plan.

(a) The substantive requirements of
the municipal waste combustor Fed-
eral plan are contained in subpart FFF
of this part. These requirements in-
clude emission limits, compliance
schedules, testing, monitoring, and re-
porting and recordkeeping require-
ments.

(b) The substantive requirements of
the municipal solid waste landfills Fed-
eral plan are contained in subpart GGG
of this part. These requirements in-
clude emission limits, compliance
schedules, testing, monitoring, and re-
porting and recordkeeping require-
ments.

(c) The substantive requirements of
the hospital/ medical/infectious waste
incinerator Federal plan are contained
in subpart HHH of this part. These re-
quirements include emission limits,
compliance schedules, testing, moni-
toring and reporting and recordkeeping
requirements.

(d) The substantive requirements of
the commercial and industrial solid
waste incineration units Federal plan
are contained in subpart Ill of this
part. These requirements include emis-
sion limits, compliance schedules, test-
ing, monitoring, and reporting and rec-
ordkeeping requirements.

(e) The substantive requirements of
the small municipal waste combustion
unit Federal plan are contained in sub-
part JJ3J of this part. These require-
ments include emission limits, compli-
ance schedules, testing, monitoring,
and reporting and recordkeeping re-
quirements.
